Several  contributions  have  ! re- 
cently Itome  in  of  $1,0U0  or  more.  w#e 
brother  has  recently  given  $1  200,  the  sala- 
ry of  tvio  missionaries.  Some  pastors  are 
determined  that  under  God  their  people 
must  go  forward.  Men  in  business  arc  com- 
ing up  and  giving  the  salary  of  a native 
preacher  in  China ; $100  a year.  Most  wom- 
en who  are  working  for  a living  are  giving 
$30,  enough  to  take  care  of  a Bible  woman 
in  China  for  a year.  Oh,  what  will  it  mt4n 
when  tens  of  thousands  of  our  people  are 
nobly  cbming  up  to  the  help  of  the  Lordj?j 

We  are  going  to  reconsecrate  oursefvp 
and  whjt  we  have.  If  anyone  wishes  to  see 


Finally,  let  us  ghe  more  largely  and  in 
due  proportion.  If  only  we  could  get  our 
people  to  give  at  least  a tenth  to  God,  and 
lay  it  cheerfully  on  his  altar,  we  would  find 
that  nine-tenths  with  his  blessing-  would  do 
more  for  our  homos  aud  fain. lies  than  ten- 
tenths  without  him,  aud  the  other  tenth 
would  go  far  towards  building  up  the  va- 
rious objects  that  we  have  before  us.  Let 
our  people  decide  that  they  will  give  this 
year  at  least  one-tenth  of  their  income  to 
God. 

Then  another  trouble  is  that  we  are  often 
selfish  in  what  we  give  to  God.  Of  each  thou- 
sand dollars  we  giyp  to  benevolence  we  keep 
$960  in  this  country  for  the  various  objects 
here,  and  send  forty  dollars  out  yonder  to 
carry  the  missionary  and  to  feed  him  and 
his  family,  to  bnild  him  a home,  and  to  sup- 
ply hospitals,  chapels  and  school  and  print 
God’s  Word,  and  then  some  people  say  we 
are  doing  too  much  for  foreign  missions. 
What  would  Christ  say  if  he  were  to  walk 
among  our  churches,  if  he  were  to  talk  to 
us  about  what  he  has  done  for  us  and  what 
we  have  done  for  Him  in  leading  Hundreds 
of  millions  who  grope  in  night  to  know  of 
his  love?  Oh,  people  of  God,  awake,  awake! 
We  have  been  deceived  of  the  evil  one.  We 
have  been  deceiving  ourselves  too  long. 
This  old  world  needs  Christ,  and  Christ 
needs  this  world.  Who  that  loves  him  will 
arise  and  say,  “Here,  Lord,  am  I;  use  me’’f

From 
the  country  churches  come  many  of  the 
best  members  in  the  town  churches,  who 
constitute  the  bone  and  sinew  of  the  mis- 
sionary enterprise  in  the  town  church,  but 
were  trained  in  the  country  church.  The 
country  churches  are  the  source  from  which 
comes,  for  the  most  part,  our  supply  of 
preachers  and  missionaries.  Here,  too,  is 
the  possibility  of  immense  growth  in  con- 
tributions to  the  support  of  missions. 

Do  our  brethren  who  preach  in  the  coun- 
try realize  the  importance  of  their  work! 
Are  they  striving  to  lead  their  churches  out 
into  the  large  part  that  they  are  destined 
to  bear  in  the  evangelization  of  the  world? 
Are  they  giving  to  their  members  the  train- 
ing that  will  make  them  intensely  inission-

Dr.  William  Williami  Again. 

The  address  on  Dr.  William  Williams,  one 
of  “the  great  four”  honored  by  Southern 
Baptists  as  the  founders  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary,  delivered  be- 
fore the  faculty  and  students  of  the  Semi- 
nary on  Founders’  Day,  January  11,  1909, 
by  Dr.  George  B.  Eager,  now  appears  both 
in  the  current  number  of  The  Review  and 
Expositor  and  in  ,ueat  pamphlet  form.  It 
will  prove  of  more  than  passing  interest, 
not  only  to  the  surviving  friends  and  admir- 
ers of  Dr.  \\  ill  fa  ms,  but  also  to  many  who 
did  not  know  liirnf  but  who,  because  of  h.s 
lame,  as  well  8s  because  he  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  our  school  of  the  propnets,  have 
longed  to  know  something  more  definite 
about  him.  To  such  the  address  will  come 
as  a boon,  because  of  the  speakers  intimate 
knowledge  of  his  subject  and  because  the 
treatment  is  such  as  to  present  Dr.  Williams 
vividly  before  the  mind’s  eye,  first,  as  a 
man,  then  as  a preacher,  and  lastly  as  pro- 
fessor ami  teacher  in  the  Seminary. 

What  Dr.  Eager  has  to  say  of  Dr.  Wil- 
liams and  the  “a  ien  immersion”  question 
will  be  read  with  interest  in  view  of  the 
effort  now  making  in  some  quarters  to  force 
the  question  to  the  front  again. 

“In  1872,  he.  sajjs,  “objection  was  made 
in  some  quarters  td  certain  teachings  of  Dr. 
W i 1 1 in  him  in  the  class  of  church  government 
on  what  is  now  known  as  the  ‘alien  immer- 
sion’ question.  Dr.  Boyce  wrote  to  Dr. 
Ilroadus  at  the  time:  ‘I  do  not  fear  the 
badgering  of  Williams.  If  any  one  badgers 
let  him  fight.  We  need  not  fear  the  conse- 
quences. I think  some  eyes  would  be  open- 
ed to  see  that  much  could  be  said  on  the 
other-  side  of  a quest  ion  in  which  they  speak 
so  dogmatically.  Ferhaps  Williams  could 
ask  them  some  hard  questions.’  Dr.  Broad- 
us  worte:  ‘The  kind  of  opposition  encoun- 
tered is  very  depressing.  But  life  is  always 
a battle.  Opposition — every  good  thing  en- 
counters opposition.  Think  of  Paul  and 
Jesus!  Rev.  W.  A-  Mason,  of  Mississippi, 
wrote  Dr.  Broadus  about  this  time,  pleading 
for  a representative  of  the  Seminary  to  be 
sent  to  the  forthcoming  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention: ‘The  chief  opposition  to  the  Semi- 
nary arises  from  a gross  misapprehension  of 
the  way  things  are  carried  on  there,  and  the 
indifference  is  simply  ignorance.  Some 
think  you  are  slighting  the  Southwest  in 
never  sending  a representative  farther  west 
than  Alabama.’  A little  later  Dr.  Boyce 
wrote:  ‘I  am  anxious  for  Williams  to  go 
to  Mississippi.  If  they  should  treat  him 
badly,  I shall  be  so^Ty  on  his  account  and 
theirs,  hut  it  will  help  us.  Soul  liberty  is 
worth  more  than  alien  immersion  even  with 
Lawmakers.  ’ 

Dr.  Williams  did  attend  the  Missis- 
sippi Convention  and,  according  to  Dr. 
Broadus,  was  received  with  uniform  kind- 
ness. It  may  be  ailed  that  both  he  and 
Dr.  Broadus  went  to  Texas  the  same  year 
and  were  most  generously  treated. 

But.  after  the  battle  for  liberty  of  teach- 
ing about  subjects  in  which  the  denomina- 
tion was  divided  was  won,  Dr.  Boyce  did 
" hat  he  could  without  a surrender  of  prin- 
ciple to  conciliate  the  opposition.  He  pro- 
pose .1  to  Dr.  Williaons  to  change  subjects 
with  him  in  the  Seminary.  Knowing  th.it 
his  own  views  of  ehitreh  government  would 
be  less  objectionable  than  those  of  Dr.  Wil- 
liams in  the  quarters  indicated,  and  that  Dr. 

" ll'iams  greatly  preferred  to  teach  syste- 
matic theology.  As  a matter  of  fact,  Dr.

Byce  had  to  be  so  continuously  absent  on 
his  agency  work  in  raising  the  endowment 
*nd  the  removal  to  Louisville,  that 

Dr.  William*  Continued  to  teach  his  former 
subject  as  well  as  systematic  theology  with- 
out  further  trouble. 

Dr  Boyce  s idea  was  that  the  Seminary 
should  attract  to  its  class-rooms  and  privi- 
•eges  all  sorts  of  Baptists  from  every  part 
of  our  Southland  and  should  not  he  look<>d 
upon  as  representing  one  party  in  oppoai- 
tion  to  some  o0ier  party,  and  this  spirit  per- 
vaded the  entire  institution.  Dr  Boyce 
would  not  sacrifice  William*  to  the  clamor 
of  a faction,  hut  he  would  sacrafiee  h.s  pref-

These  facts  are  full  of  significance  and 
suggestion  for  us  of  today.

Useful  Helps  in  the  Dining  Room 

Much  annoyance  and  sorrow  over  I he 
loss  of  cherished  articles  of  china  ami  glass 
might  In*  avoided  if  the  housekeeper  will 
provide  herself  with  all  the  articles  neces- 
sary for  dainty  dish  washing  and  rare  for 
these  small  articles  with  her  own  hands 
There  is  nothing  bet  teg  for  cleaning  silver 
that  has  become  discolored  or  tarnished 
than  sifted  smiting  dampened  with  coal  oil, 
and  glass  dishes  ran  he  kept  bright  and 
shining  by  rubbing  the  pieces  with  the 
s-hiting  wet  with  alcohol  after  they  are 
slashed  and  dried.  When  putting  as'ay  the 
silver  not  in  daily  use,  first  wrap  the  arti- 
cle* in  fine  linen  or  soft  {issue  pa|w*r,  then 
place  in  cotton  ffinncl,  putting  a lump  of 
camphor  gum  next  the  outer  covering.  Be- 
fore plate*  platters,  etc.,  are  packed  away 
in  the  china  closet,  a soft  mat  or  a piece 
of  soft  paper  should  he  placed  between  each 
one  to  protect  the  glazing  or  paint  All 
kinds  of  glass  dishes  can  he  made  as  clear 
a*  crystal  by  rinsing  in,  tepid  water  and 
then  washing  in  warm  water  in  which  a 
tableapoonful  of  borax  is  dissolved  and 
drying  with  soft  towels  and  remember  this 
way  of  rleaning  when  you  wash  windows 
an. I mirror*  Next  wash  and  dry  tljo  silver 
in  the  same  way,  and  the  borax  water  must 
be  used  Without  soap,  in  fact  no  soap  should 
he  uatd  about  nice  dishes  as  it  will  leave 
them  dull  and  lustleaa  long  before  their 
usefulness  is  over,  and  the  horax  water 
clean*  perfectly  and  brightens  the  colors 
on  (minted  china  dishea.  Tray  clothe*  and 
napkin*  can  be  kept  white  with  very  little 
rubbing  by  using  a little  Wax  in  the 
washing  and  rinsing  water*  and  a little  of 
the  Wax  In  the  atareh  give*  to  the  ilnen 
a high  polish,  thus  preventing  it  from  be- 
coming easily  soiled.
